MEXICO CITY—Formal investi- 


gation to clarify the part taken in 
the death of Pros. Carrar.za both by 
Col. 
Rodolfo Herrero and members 


ot Carranza party is recommended 
by the commission of f«ir named by 
Generals Obregon and tonzales to 
inquire into the tragedy. The com- 
mission submitted its report last 
night and cited ten points which the 
members bad agreed had been prov- 
en by witnesses. 


The report, the first authoritative 


story of the death of Carranza, may 
be summarized as follows: 


•"Col. Herrero joined the Carranza ] 


party 
at Patla May 20. Herrero' 


promised to defend Carranza. 


"When Carranza reached Tlaxcal- 


aritongo he was led by Herrero to 
the hut where he was to sleep. 


"Herrero later told Carranza that 


a messenger had informed1 him his 
brother w.as jnjuised, wher.eiipoii-.Her- 
rero left the-.-village promising'to re- 
turn. At 3 a. m., May 21, three of 
Herrero's men entered the presi. 
dent's hut, stating they had been or- 
dered to report. Carranza listened 
and then told the men to leave: 


"Half an hour later the'hut was 


attacked from all sides. 


"Carrar.ia was heard to cry: "I 


can't get up, my leg is broken.". He 
then begged for a carbine so that he 
could defend himself, but was" an- 
swered by a volley which ended his 
life instantly. 


"The other occupants of the hut 


fled. 


"Herrero captured many of the 


party. Four or five of these prison- 
ers were forced to sign a statement 
that Carranza had committed sui- 
cide." 


These facts are alleged to "prove a 


conspiracy was .prepared in advance 
by Herrero." 


The report recommends a formal 


investigation.

M 


cADOO'S admirers rank (him with Hamil- 


ton and John Sherman as a public minis- 


ter of finance. 
His critics on the other hand 


charge Mm with a meddlesome attitude toward 
business and with using his office for his own 
political and financial advantage. 


Without attempting to reconcile these two es- 


timates of the man, it must be granted that the 
new se<rretary came into office with gigantic 
problems to-meet. Wilson had been elected on 
a platform pledging him to Sestroy monopoly, 
free the currency and credit from the money 
trust, and to lower the cost.of living. . Wall 
Street was hostile to the administration and 
ominous threats of a panic were heard'as the 
president summoned the new Congress. 


Against great opposition from the,bankers 


and business men generally, tine Federal Re- 
serve Act was written into law as the f.rst con- 
structive measure of the Wilson administra- 
tion. 
Secretary McAdoo was regarded as tha 


author of the currency scheme, and as chair- 
man of the first Federal Reserve Board, he put 
the law into operation. 
He also took a leading 


part in the drafting of the Farm Loan Act. 


In 1914, Secretary McAdoo relieved an acuta 


money stringency by providing a loan of $100,- 
000,000 to enable the farmers to move their 
grain and cotton crops. 


With the entrance of the United States into 


the European war in April, 1917, the 'burden of 
providing funds for the prosecution of the war 
naturally fell upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
- 


A bond issue was decided upon, A handful 


of men in Congress proposed that the cost of 
tho war tie raised, by a tax on war profits and 
excess incomes, but the administration throw its 
weight against the plan and Secretary McAdoo's 
scheme was adopted. 


McAdoo is said to have conceived of the idea 


of selling the t>onds to the people instead of dis- 
posing of them to the bankers, and he headed 
the organization which conducted the fiv-e lib- 
erty loan campaigns. It is interesting to list 
the official positions held by McAdoo during the 
war, from April, 1917, until November, 191S: 


Secretary of tho Treasury, chairman of the 


Federal Reserve Board, chairman of the Farm 
Loan Board, chairman of the War Finance Cor- 
poration, president of the International High 
Commission, administrator of the War Risk In- 
surance Act, director of the Liberty Loan and 
War Savings Stamp campaigns, chief of tie 
National Public Health Service, and Director 
General of Railroads. 


McAdoo as Director General 


PRESIDENT WILSON took over the rail- 
* 
roads 'in December, 1917, and appointed 


McAdoo Director General on December 28. As 
head of:the.nation's transportation system, Mc- 
Adoo found-on 'his-'hands many vexing- problems 
affecting the interests of the railroad owners 
and the employees, and the comfort and con- 
venience of the public. 


It is. conceded that-the transportation system 


had broken down in the 'hands of the private 
owners, prior to December, 1917. 


Traffic congestion had reached such .a point 


that 145,000-cars-had accumulated in the terri- 
tory east of.Chkagt>-and St Louis, and north 
of tho Ohio and "Potomac, and the roads were 
powerless to meet the demands of the .allies 


for the shipment of food. . Government -opera- 
tion relieved this situation witfim a 'few months1 


and grain, coal and oil were handled with great-, 
er facility than had ever been achieved .under 
private operation. 


Wages were at starvation -levels when tho 


government took over the roads. 
More than 


50 per cent of the 2,000,000 employees were re- 
ceiving $75.00 a month or- less in December,. 
1917. 
Only 20 per cent were receiving more 


than 5100.00 a month. A month after the gov- 
ernment took con-tro1 Director General McAdoo 
appointed a commission which investigated 
wages and made recommendations resulting in 
July, 1919, in an average monthly compensation 


• of ?121.50 as against $89.85 in December, 1917. 


Much of the public inconvenience complained 


of during- the war was due to-.the subordina- 
tion of civilian comfort "to war needs. 
Be- 


tween Jan. 1, 191S, and Nov. 10,' 1918, 6,500,000 
troops were moved over the roads, in addition 
to the huge stores.of food and material shipped 
from interior points to thi -seaboard. 


When the armistice was signed,,McAdoo an- 


nounced his retirement from publi: office, for 
financial reasons, and on Dec. 16, 1918, he left 
the cabinet. 
Walker D. Hines succeeded Mc- 


Adoo as Director General of the railroads on 
Jan. 10j 1919. 
The former secretary spent the 


next few months organizing a merger, as at- 
torney' for leading moving picture concerns in 
California: 


Plaiiks in the McAdoo Platform 


•v-xr HILE denying that he is a candidate for 
W 
president, McAdoo has made many 


speeches in the last 18 months, committing him- 
self on -most of the current issues. When con- 
fronted with a direct query, he has admitted 
that 'he will ifct refuse the Democratic nomina- 
tion' if it is tendered tc him, and his public 
statements may ibe taken as the platform upon 
which he will go before the San Francisco 
convention. 


Briefly stated, McAdoo favors the following 


program: 


Ratification of the peace treaty, including 


the covenant of the league of nations. 


Ratification of the woman suffrage amend- 


ment, 


A redistribution of income taxes, drawing a 


distinction between- "earned and unearned in- 
crement." 


Regulation of monopolistic control of cor- 


porations in interstate commerce. 


Opposition to any "abridgement of the'right 


of free speech, free press, and free assembly." 


Reopening of the railroad question, after a 


trial of two years under the present Cummias- 
Esch law. 


Probably the^jnost important planks in the'' 


McAdoo platform are'those dealing with taxa- 
tion, free speech and press, and the railroads. 


The former secretary's suggestion that the 


tax burden should he shifted so that it rests 
more heavily upon swollen fortunes, lightening 
the load on the general public, has been ridi- 
culed in the press,, but undoubtedly it makes an 
appeal of considerable political force. 


McAdoo's views on free speech, free press 


and free assemblage indicate that the rumors 
of his hostility to Attorney General Palmer's 
repressive policies have some foundation. 
A 


hint of the reported breach was contained in 
McAdoo's letter read at the Jackson Day dinner 
at Washington; January S, when he wrote: 


"Democracy must permit no infringement of 


the constitutional right of freedom of speech 
and freedom, of press in time of peace. .When 
these disappear, democratic institutions die." 


In his answer to a questionnaire sent to pres- 


idential candidates by the National Board of 
Farm Organizations, McAdoo wrote (April 25) 
that le was "absolutely opposed to any abridge- 
ment of the right of free speech, iree..press, or 
free assembly." \

•• Added significance is givp.n McAdoo's views 
on tho railroad question becatise of his epxcn- 
ence as director general daring tie first year 
of government control. 
When Congress was 


drafting the Cummins and;Esch tills, McAdoo 
Appeared before the Senate Comnvttee^or. Inter- 
state Commerce and strongly recommended that 
"federal control be extended until Jan. 1, 1924." 


In his later statements in reference to the 


railroad problem, tc has declared ' that tho 
Cummins-Esch law "can not settle the rail- 
road problem, because it does not reach funda- 
mentals," and he argues that 'tie whole proh- 
lam should be "reopened" after two more years 
of private operation.

Iri'1914,"Harding-was'elected'to the United 


States Senate by a .majority of 100,000 votes. 
His success resulted in 1D16 m his selection by 
the Penrose-Lodge-Root faction to the perma- 
nent chairmanship of the Republican convention 
which nominated Hughes. 


Hardinjj in the Senate 


U 


PON entering the Senate, Harding at once 


aligned himself with Lodge.Penrose, Smoot 


and other conservative leaders', with whom he 
had been closely associated in the party organi- 
zation. Throughout his term he has voted on 
nearly every important roll-call with these men. 


Senator Harding was one of the Republican 


Senators who favored an, ambitious-, prepared- 
ness program and he -was an early advocate of 
our entrance into the European war. He joined 
with the Senators who signed the "round robin," 
favoring the Armed Ship Bill, which was defeat- 
_ed in-March, 1917, through the opposition of the 
"willful twelve." 


On April 4, Senator Harding voted for the 


joint resolution declaring war. He voted for the 


espionage bill, which passed the Senate May 14, 
and favored the draft law, although he was not 
recorded as voting when the conference report 
on the latter measure was adopted May 17. 


Senator Harding introduced the amendment 


•to trie-army bill authorizing the raising of a 
.volunteer division for overseas service, to be 
commanded hy. Col. Roosevelt. Opposition from • 
the war department caused the abandonment of 
this project 


Senator Harding took the "middle of the road" 


course followed by Senator .Lodge and the Re- 
publican majority in the Senate on1 the peace 
treaty. He voted twice for ratification, with the 
Lodge reservations, and he was recorded against 
the amendments Co the covenant offered by Sen- 
ators La Follette, Johnson, Norris, Borah, Knox 
and others classed as "irreconcilables." 


Harding and the Cununins Bill

LTHOUGH he took no part in the debate on 
the Cummins Bill, Senator Harding was a 


strong advocate of the return of the railroads 
to their private owners. He voted consistently 


. for the Cummins Bill, which provided a guaranty 
of a 6 per cent dividend upon the investment 
accounts of the roads, including billions of 
watered stock.

wwyASRSENiG.iHAKDING-was-born-Nov. 2, 
W"16S6, at;-Bl«anlng Grove, O. His lather 
was axveten»iHoi;the Union Aimy>.and in civil- 
ian Oifo a- physician. Warsea Harding attended 
tho village school'until he was fourteen, - when 
ho enterediOMo-CentraKCoHejre-af Liberia. 


A few-months after his. graduation to 1884, 


young-Harding purchased the Marion Stsr.'then 
a stroesHBB newspaper. He ia still owner and 
editor-o£'tM3'i)ablicBticm--which Is now-a-conser- 


vative Republican organ with a largo circulation 
throughout the state.

Harding entered politics in 1858 as a candi- 


date for the state Senate in the 13th Senatorial 
District, ^a democratic stronghold. 
He was 


elected to the legislature and re-elected in 1900. 
In 1902-he-was elected lieutenant governor of 
Ohio. 


After "his term as lieutenant -.governor, Hard- 


ing soon rose to prominence in the republican 
party-organization. In 1912, when tho Roose- 
velt-Tait schism split the party, Harding stack 
.close by the "regulare," placing Taft in nomin- 
ation-before the convention at Chicago. On this 
occasion Hardiae eulogized Taft. as "the great- 


• cat -progressive of tho age." 
Lauding the re- 


publican administration, he declared that "ex- 
cept for the attack of disloyalty in our own 
ranks, inspired by pap xathw than patriotism, 


On December 18, 1919, Harding was recorded 


as not voting on the Stanley amendment to the 
Cummins Bill, striking out the labor sections of 
the bill which made it a crime for railroad em- 
ployees to- strike. On December 20, however, 
Senator Harding voted for tHe bill on final pas- 
sage,- including the1 anti-strike clause. On the 
same day, he voted against the La Follette 
amendment providing that the period of gov- 
ernment operation be extended two years. 


On December'30, Senator Harding addressed 


an open, letter to a railroad workers' organiza- 
tion, at Newark, O., explaining his vote or. the 
bill as follows: 
' . 


"I voted for the bill because I helieved it to be 


the best measure presented to the Senate for the 
restoration of the lines to their owners. * * * I 
do not know that such a law will prevent rail- 
way strikes, but I do know that it ought, and I 
think the great rank and file of raihvay workers 
ought to welcome it. It suggests the nation- 
wide aspiration for industrial peace with unfail- 
ing justice which is in the heart of the Ameri- 
*can millions today." 


Harding's Platform

EXATOR HARDING has not issued a formal 
platform but in all his speeches he has com- 


mitted himself to certain familiar principles. 


He is for ratification of the treaty with tho 


Lodge reservations. 


He is "unalterably opposed to government- 


ownership" or to any other "compromise with 
socialism."

He.favors a large navy, the greatest air fleet 


in the world, and a "standing army of 300,000 
( 


men. 
He is opposed to compulsory military 
] 


training in time of peace. 


He favors a "firm" policy in Mexico, and i» 


opposed to President Wilson's "watchful wait- 
Ing" policy in that country. 
' He favors subsidies to aid American shipping. 


Senator Harding's speeches during the pre- 


convention campaign have marked him as an 
ultra-conservative. He.' has gone even further 
than General Wood or Governor Lowden in 
-praise of existing economic institutions and in 
condemnation of new policies. His attitude 
toward the La Follette seaman's act, which freed 
American sailors from being bound to their ves- 
sels and has proved a great aid in building up 
the American merchant marine, is characteristic 
of Hardingjs views. At Columbus, 0., on Feb- 
ruary 23, Senator Harding said: 


"I believe in government aid, in subsidy or 


subvention. But I want it in the open; and on 
the square. We have the La Follette seaman's 
act, providing working conditions—and attend- 
ing wages—which no other seamen in all the 


. world enjoy. Let us accept it as the conscience 
of America, and frankly admit that it handicaps 
American shipping in world competition. 
No 


use to dodge the issue. To deal fairly then we1 


must extend a fostering aid to make up thc-dis-. 
advantage." 


Senator Harding is an unyielding foe of so-j 


cialism. 
He believes, with Herbert HooverJ 


that soviet Russia is worse than Russia tmder^ 
the czar.

"Social Starvation" Causes Grade Slump; 


Dean Urges "Business Dress" Reform 


"The university is not a play- 


ground;' but a place for serious busi- 
ness^!, said Dean George C. Sellery, 
yesterday speaking 
of 
the schol- 


astic "slump" mentioned in the of- 
ficial notico published -in Sunday's 
Cardinal, which 
warned ''students 


that the standards of the university 
will be fully maintained at the ap- 
proaching examinations. 


"Work seems to be taking a sec- 


ondary place now," he continued, 
"and 
students don't realize how few 


evenings there are left before ex- 
aminations. Eaculty members hav- 
ing large classes in the Letters and 
Science departments report that 
lagging interest and careless work 
is very general. • 
"A warning such as I sent to The 


Cardinal should be unnecessary for 
university students who are grown 
men and women. ,That is just the i 
ticuble—they dor.'t realize that they 
have the responsibilities of men and 
women." / 


The reason for the low scholar- 


ship standard, according to Dean 
Sellery, cannot be explained'by the 
great number of activities or the 
Itrge enrollment. 


'It is a natural reaction from the 


social starvation of the war years," 
hu declared. "Whether it is worse 
here than'at other universities or 
throughout the country I am. not 
prepared to say." 


Speaking further en the frivolity 


of Wisconsin students, Dean Seliery 
stated his belief that_ if the women 
would adopt more business-like dress 
for wear on the hill, they could do 
much toward 
raising 
scholastic 


standards. 
"Sometimes when I see university 


women on the hill in the afternoon 
I wonder if there is a reception 
going on," he said. "There is a 
piece for fussy clothes, but it is cer- 
tainly not at class. 
I would not 


have women dress in denim, but a 
plain, business-like dress would be 
far more appropriate than what is 
worn." 
The dean said the administration 


would not consider making public 
the number of students who were 
sent home for low scholarship last 
semester.

NOTHER Huerta in control of Mexico, after the shying of a 
former president, does not seem ito promise a stable govern- 


j ment nor the release of Mexico from epidemics of revolution.* 
j Yet the present revolution -has been accomplished with tittle 


• bloodshed, and beyond doubt, the reason was that the people 


i generally •were back of it. 


"Free ejections and no reelections" was the slogan upon 


which Carranza .became the head of the Mexican government, 
and while his death may cause a reaction, and a set-back to the 
movement which drove him from power, yet it was his failure 


. to keep faith with the Mexican'people which caused his undoing. 


He owed his uncontested election to the fact that he had 


been the heading'figure in the overthrow of Huerta. The con- 


. stittrtcon of Mexico not only prohibits a second term for a presi 
dent, it also provides that no officer of the army, no member of 
the cabinet and no high government official can run for presi- 
dent while holding such a position. Obregon, who had been 
one of the strongest supporters of Carranza, retired from serv- 
ice, was discharged from the army and more than a year ago 
announced his candidacy for the presidency. 


Then began talk that Carranza should be kept in power in- 


definitely, and although Carranza made repeated statements 
that he had no ambition .to succeed 'himself he did these things: 


In states where local election had been held he sent troops 


to aid the party friendly to him and in some cases unseated 
elected governors of states. 


At the municipal election in Mexico City he countenanced, 


if he did not inspire, a radd in which just before the closing of 
the polls men in automobiles went to the voting places and re- 
moved the ballot boxes by force, 'the vote was counted secretly 
by agents of the Federal government and .the announced returns 
gave a victory to the candidates of the Federal party. 


After BowiBa's candidacy for the presidency was announced 


all officials in sympathy with Obregon were discharged, or 


. transferred to less influential places. 


And finally when troops were sent to Sonora, that province 


openly revolted. It was in its inception a civil revolt, by the 
governor and legislature against military interference, and it 


; soon swept throughout the whole country.

POOR COWS BON.'.T PAY 


Many farm •writers are showing

Pasture land, 
of which the cow must have at least 
twc acres, is worth from two or 
three hundred dollars an acre. Add 
to this oats at a dollar a bushel, bar- 
ley at a dollar seventy-five and corn 
at two.; dollars, and we find that the 
board bill of a milk cow is.some,- 
thmg like that of a man. — Superior 
Telegram.
